BYU  spent  39  minutes  on  the  short  end  of  the  score  before  Greg  Ballif, 


to  put  Notre  Dame  on  top  50- 
The  Cougars  will  now  face  7-foot-4  Ralph  Sampson  and  Virginia  on 
Saturday  for  the  championship  of  the  NCAA  Eastern  Regional.  Fifth 
ranked  Virginia  easily  handled  No.  15  Tennessee  62-48  in  the  first  game. 

“It  was  my  biggest  win  as  a  head  coach,”  said  BYU  Coach  Frank  Arnold. 
“I’d  like  to  say  it  was  a  piece  of  cake,  but  it  wasn’t.  In  all  honesty, 
sometimes  it’s  better  to  be  lucky  than  good.” 

Ainge,  who  felt  the  Cougars  were  outplayed  by  the  Irish,  said  “it  was  a 
great  honor  to  beat  a  team  like  Notre  Dame.” 

Trailing  40-29,  BYU  was  able  to  get  the  fast  break  in  gear  and  reeled  off 
seven  unanswered  points.  The  surge  was  led  by  Ainge,  who  was  held  to  two 
points  in  the  first  half  and  Fred  Roberts,  who  didn’t  even  score  in  the  first 
20  minutes. 


The  6-foot- 10  junior  scored  two  off  a  fast  break  and  drove  for  two  more. 
All-American  Ainge  took  advantage  of  6-foot-9  Woolridge’s  technical  foul 
for  hanging  on  the  rim  and  added  two  more  from  the  corner  —  Notre  Dame 
40-36. 

But  Woolridge,  who  scored  17  while  playing  with  a  bruised  thigh,  coun¬ 
tered  for  the  Irish  with  two  short  jumpers. 

The  stage  was  then  set  for  Ballif  to  come  off  the  bench  to  drop  in  two 
pressure  free  throws,  tip  Notre  Dame’s  inbounds  pass  and  drive  the  lane  for 
a  successful  three  point  play  bringing  the  Cougars  within  one  for  the  first 
time. 

“It  was  the  greatest  feeling  I’ve  ever  had  after  a  game,”  Ballif  said. 
“That’s  all  I  can  say.” 

None  of  the  BYU  players  could  say  that  at  the  end  of  the  first  half  as 
nothing  seemed  to  go  right  for  the  Cougars.

Lamanite  celebrity  visits  Y 
for  Indian  Week  activities 


Provo  police  and  fire  department  personnel 
displayed  crime  and  fire  fighting  equipment  used 
to  protect  area  residents  in  an  exhibit  on  BYU 
campus  Thursday. 

Lieutenant  Bud  Gillman  of  the  Provo  Police 
Department  said  Provo  governmental  and 
protection  agencies  are  annually  invited  to 
campus  to  expose  BYU  students  to  their  func¬ 
tions.  Gillman  said  the  police  exhibit  displayed 
weapons  and  equipment  used  in  the  special 
weapons  and  tactics,  mountain  rescue  and  bomb 
disposal  divisions  of  the  department. 

Assistant  Chief  Hollis  Johnson  of  the  Provo 
Fire  Department  said  its  exhibit  displayed 
paramedical  and  firefighting  equipment. 

Johnson  said  the  truck  on  display  was  an  85- 
foot  aerial  platform  truck  with  an  articulating, 
passenger-carrying  boom.  The  truck  has  the 
capacity  for  pumping  1,000  gallons  of  water  per 
minute  and  the  boom  extends  high  enough  to  ser¬ 
vice  a  seven-story  building. 

Brad  Leatham,  a  Provo  police  officer, 
described  the  firearms  representative  of  those 
used  by  the  police  SWAT  team.  In  describing  the 
function  of  an  American  180-22  semi-automatic 
or  fully-automatic  rifle  with  a  laser  sighting 
devise,  Leatham  portrayed  a  situation  in  which  it 
might  actually  be  used. 

“One  way  that  we  would  use  it  would  be  if 
we’ve  got  a  suspect  with  a  hostage.  If  we  feel  it’s

Investigation  normally  starts  with  a  sperm 
check  and  examination  of  the  husband  since  men 
are  responsible  for  around  60  percent  of  all  infer¬ 
tility  problems.

A.  The  MacDonald  Health  Center  gives  two 
types  of  pregnancy  tests:  from  a  urine  sample, 
which  is  tested  for  a  hormone,  and  a  serum  test, 
which  is  a  chemical  test  on  the  blood.

After  shooting  32  percent  from  the  field  in  the 
first  20  minutes,  Arnold  changed  the  offense  at 
half  to  something  “we  hadn’t  done  all  year.  We 
tried  not  to  get  the  kids  to  think  but  just  react.” 

At  first  it  looked  like  even  that  wouldn’t  work 
as  Notre  Dame,  paced  by  Tripucka’s  outside 
shooting,  jumped  out  to  its  biggest  lead  of  the 
game  at  32-18.  The  Irish  then  went  into  a 
deliberate,  slowdown  offense. 

“Notre  Dame  appeared  to  be  trying  not  to  lose 
instead  of  trying  to  win,”  said  the  Cougars’  head 
mentor.  “I  think  they  did  us  a  favor  by  slowing  it 
down.” 

Irish  coach  Digger  Phelps  said  “it  was  to  bad 
we  had  to  fight  the  way  we  did  and  then  let  down 
on'  the  defensive  situation. 

“We  wanted  to  control  the  tempo  of  the  game. 
We  thought  we  did  that,”  Phelps  said.  “We  wan¬ 
ted  'to  control  the  boards  —  we  thought  we  did 
that.  And,  we  wanted  to  control  Ainge.  We  did 
that  until  the  last  eight  seconds.” 

At  the  outset  of  the  contest  it  wasn’t  everthing 
Notre  Dame  put  up,  went  in,  it,  was  everything 
BYU  put  up,  didn’t  drop.  The  Cougars  were 
sluggish  on  offense  and  couldn’t  seem  to  get  their 


running  game  in  gear.  When  the  fast  break  op¬ 
portunities  did  arrive,  BYU  threw  the  ball  away. 

Two  of  BYU’s  big  men  were  in  foul  trouble 
early.  Both  Roberts  and  6-foot-ll  Greg  Kite 
spent  time  on  the  bench  with  three  fouls  in  the 
first  half. 

While  the  Cougars  were  having  their  problems, 
Notre  Dame’s  Woolridge  was  on  the  receiving 
end  of  Tripucka’s  three  first  half  assists  and 
beating  BYU  inside.  Tripucka  contributed  14. 
points  for  Notre  Dame. 

On  defense,  the  Irishs’  John  Paxson  shut  off 
Ainge  by  keeping  the  ball  away  from  him.  Ainge 
was  held  to  12  points,  his  lowest  output  of  the 
season.  Tracy  Jackson,  a  6-foot-6  guard,  played  a 
tough  game  on  the  boards  and  finished  the  game 
with  11  points. 

While  Ainge  made  the  game  winning  basket, 
the  real  star  of  the  game  was  sixth  man  Ballif. 
The  hometown  Provo  athlete  finished  the  game 
with  10  points,  seven  in  the  last  three  minutes  of 
play.  Ballif  seemed  to  be  the  only  Cougar  who 
could  penetrate  the  Irish  defense  with  consistent

North  Carolina’s  front  line  of  James  Worthy, 
Sam  Perkins  and  A1  Wood  combined  for  45 
points  and  shut  down  Utah’s  front  line  as  the  Tar 
Heels  defeated  the  Utes  61-56  in  the  semifinals  of 
the  NCAA  West  Regional.

While  BYU  was  playing  Notre  Dame  in  basket¬ 
ball,  the  BYU  Philharmonic  was  playing 
Rachmaninoff,  Gould  and  Berlioz  —  and  the  per¬ 
formance  was  just  as  dazzling. 

The  concert-goers  listened  to  the  final  mo¬ 
ments  of  the  basketball  on  the  radio  during  inter¬ 
mission  in  the  deJong  Concert  Hall.  The 
audience  and  symphony  celebrated  with  the  rest 
of  the  campus  by  clapping,  yelling  and  improvis¬ 
ing  the  Cougar  Fight  Song. 

The  ruckus  was  not  average  for  a  symphony 
concert,  but  the  music  played  wasn’t  average  for 
a  college  orchestra  either  —  it  was  better. 

The  symphony  led  by  Dr.  Ralph  G.  Laycock 
has  progressed  to  the  point  of  really  making 
music,  beyond  worrying  about  getting  the 
rhythmn  right  and  the  notes  in  tune. 

There  seemed  to  be  real  communication  from 


the  conductor  to  his  musicians.  Every  sway,  tilt, 
jerk,  bob,  bounce  and  point-of-the-finger  evoked 
a  response  from  his  musicians  to  add  subtle, 
varying  texture  to  the  music. 

The  concert  opened  with  Rachmaninoff’s 
Symphony  No.  2  in  E  Minor.  Sharp  accentuation 
and  dynamics,  which  effectively  grew  and  faded, 
gave  life  to  the  piece. 

Rachmaninoffs  symphony,  popular  since  its 
first  performance,  was  used  by  rock  star  Eric  Car¬ 
men  for  his  hit  “All  By  Myself.” 

Gould’s  “Spirituals  for  Orchestra”  and  Berlioz’ 
“Roman  Carnival  Orchestra”  were  also  played 
with  enthusiasm  and  skill. 

For  those  who  missed  the  concert,  the 
orchestra  will  perform  the  same  program  —  plus 
“Fantasia  on  the  Alleluia  Hymn  —  next  Thurs¬ 
day  in  Symphony  Hall  in  Salt  Lake.

Paul  McCartney  has 
finally  joined  the  ranks 
of  the  British  Establish¬ 
ment  —  the  ex-Beatle  is 
listed  in  the  1981  edi¬ 
tion  of  Who’s  Who. 

The  39-year-old  rock 
music 'superstar,  son  of 
a  Liverpool  factory 
hand  and  now  reputed 
to  earn  $50  million  a 
year,  gets  a  41 -line 
listing  —  longer  than 
many  judges,  politi¬ 
cians  and  other  public 
figures. 


Although  McCartney 
was  given  the  accolade, 
the  other  two  surviving 
Beatles,  George 
Harrison  and  Ringo 
Starr,  were  not  listed  in 
the  2,800-page  red 
book.

McCartney  declined 
to  comment  on  his 
elevation.  It  came 
nearly  19  years  after  the 
Beatles  first  became 
famous  and  16  years  af¬ 
ter  the  lads  from  Liver¬ 
pool  were  made  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  of  the 
British  Empire  by 
Queen  Elizabeth  II  for 
“services  to  the  na¬ 
tion.”  , 

Concerning  the  rock 
musician’s  long  omis¬ 
sion  from  the  reference 
book,  a  spokesman  for 
the  publishers,  Adam 
and  Charles  Black, 
said:  “Their  reputa¬ 
tions  may  not  be 
altogether  permanent. 
We  were  very  doubtful 
about  the  Beatles  as 
four  separate  people. 
We  wanted  to  wait  and 
see  if  they  made  a  con¬ 
tinued  mark,  which 
Lennon  and  McCartney, 
have  done.” 

It  was  not  clear 
whether  John  Lennon, 
McCartney’s 
songwriting  partner  in 
the  Beatle  days,  would 
have  made  Who’s  Who. 
He  quit  music  for  five 
years  and  had  just 
launched  a  musical 
comeback  when  he  was 


shot  to  death  outside 
his  New  York  apart¬ 
ment  last  Dec.  8. 

The  publisher’s 
spokesman  commented 
that  Harrison  and  Starr 
“have  rather  faded 
from  the  public  eye” 
since  the  Beatles  broke 
up  in  1969. 

John  Chambers  of 
the  Beatles  fan  club  in 
their  native  Liverpool 
welcomed  McCartney’s 
accession  to  the  Es¬ 
tablishment,  but 
criticized  the  continued 
snub  of  the  other 
Beatles. 

“It’s  a  bit  crazy,”  he 
said.  “It  took  four  of 
them.  It’s  100  percent 
or  nothing.”
